Richard S. Sakurai, who teaches in the 
Natural Sciences area and who suggested 
the plan for the meetings, says, "One of 
the essential activities for experimental 
science is the search for proper ques- 
tions to ask of nature-questions which ex- 
tend from previous knowledge and which 
guide the experiments to be done. And one 
of the essential attributes of great ex- 
perimental scientists (and great theoreti- 
cians) is the ability to allow some seem- 
ingly unorthodox activities to follow from 
these questions. In fact, a series of

experiments would not be very productive 
or creative without these occasional un- 
orthodoxies. But that should not be the 
whole of it — that is just disorder -and 
destruction. 

"I think education is an experimental 
science. We should look for the ques- 
tions. We should look for our exten- 
sions. We should look for our guides to 
the future. Creatively." 

Says president Milburn P. Akers, 
"These meetings are, in effect, a study 
of Shimer's future: what it should be and 
how it can be accomplished. If everybody 
concerned takes a serious interest, Shimer 
will greatly benefit. The committee of 15 
will make preliminary plans and studies. 
It will consider methods of procedure so 
that we can best accomplish our results. 
I think this is going to be a really fine 
effort." 



Helicopter Used To 
Thread Flag Pole 

Robert Moon, a current Shimer student 
and a Vietnam veteran, put his army 
training as a helicopter pilot to work 
Saturday, April 4, and repaired Shimer's 
flagpole, allowing the flag to be flown 
again after an absence of several weeks 
caused by a break in the rope. 

Moon, who was also a Shimer student 
before entering the service in 1965, in 
his free time teaches three helicopter 
students at Dixon on a full training sched- 
ule two days each week. In the course 
of a training flight from Dixon April 
4, Moon's student provided the free 
hands needed to perform the aerial re- 
pair work. 

As they approached Mount Carroll 
about 5:50 p.m. Moon landed the heli- 
copter in a field and the door on the 
passenger's side was removed to facili- 
tate the impending operation. Moon then 
flew to the flagpole, just east of Met calf 
Hall, and terminated at a hover it the 
top of the pole, some 70 feet in the air. 

Here the passenger leaned out, threaded 
a new rope through the pulley on the 
pole and tied the rope in a tight knot. 
This done, the rope was ejected from 
the aircraft and "mission accomplished." 

Many spectators watched the operation, 
among them Moon's wife, Sunday, of 
Sydney, Australia, whom he met while 
he was on Rest and Recuperation leave 
in Sydney during his Vietnam service. 

A chief warrant officer 2 in aviation 
at the termination of his military service 
in October, 1969, Moon was a helicopter 
pilot and platoon leader while in Vietnam 
in 1967-88. The following year he served 
as flight instructor, standardization pilot, 
flight evaluator and division aviation safety 
officer in Army Aviation School, Ft. 
Stewart, Georgia. 

Now a licensed Comrnerical Pilot and 
Certified Flight Instructor in rotorcraft 
with 2,000 hours of helicopter flying 
time, he plans to continue in aviation 
after completion of his education. 




DON P. MOON 

Plans Laid For 
Oxford Program 

Twenty-five students will participate 
in the Shimer-in-Oxford program in 
1970-71, according to Don P. Moon, mem- 
ber of Shimer's natural sciences faculty, 
who will be director of the Oxford program 
during the next school year. 

A majority of the 25 students will sail 
on the S.S, France, departing from New 
York City on August 27. Father Moon 
and his family will leave for England in 
mid-July, enabling him to arrange hous- 
ing and classroom space for the students 
prior to their arrival. 

The Shimer general courses to be offer- 
ed in England during the coming year will 
be History 5 and 6, Natural Science 3 
and 4, and Philosophy 5. Concentration 
courses will be arranged through Temple 
Tutorial College with which the Shimer-in- 
Oxford program will be affiliated. 

Temple has available a sufficiently 
large number of tutors to enable each 
Shimer student to pursue almost any area 
of study which interests him. "We are 
looking forward to an enjoyable and profit- 
able year in Oxford," Father Moon said.

Mr. Nyhoff, 
naturalist in charge of Palisades Park 
spoke on wildlife conservation. Don Moon, 
a teacher in the Natural Sciences area, 
gave a talk on nuclear radiation. A talk 
on the greenhouse effect was given by 
Shimer student Barry Bilder. Zeke and 
Larry spoke on population growth and 
on pesticides. A student guerrilla theater 
group headed by Rose Simon presented 
drama on environmental action. There 
were tapes of Paul Ehrlich, the leading 
population lobbyist in the country, and 
author of the "The Population Bomb." 

Local merchants and schools were noti- 
fied, and all the people of Mount Carroll 
were invited to participate in Earth Day.

Dr. Philip Marcus, mathematics teach- 
er and chairman of the Natural Sciences 
department, is leaving Shimer at the end 
of the current semester.

Dr. Marcus received his B. A., B.S„, 
and M. S. degrees from the University 
of Chicago. He came to Shimer four 
years ago, while working on his doctoral 
thesis in probablistic geometry.

Having recently earn- 
ed his Ph.D., he wants to establish him- 
self as a research mathematician. He 
now has four specific research projects 
underway.
